Of interest to American familie# 
ev ery wh ere is th e fact th at th e Army 
mu st recru it 10,000 nu rse3 immedi­ 
ately in order to care for wou nded 
and sick soldiers, both at h ome and 
ov erseas. In addition, 1,000 nu rses 
are needed by th e Veterans Admin­ 
istration for its serv ices. Th e Nav y 
will need 500 nu rses a month for 
sev eral more month s.
